Safe Deposit Boxes

St. Louisan Confesses He Was 
One of 3 Robbers; Being 
Brought Here From Texas. 


832,000 


Detectives today, by opening two 


safety deposit boxes at the Mercantile 
Trust Co., recovered $13,000 of the $32,000 
stolen in the robbery of the paymaster 
of the Burroughs Adding Machine Co.. 


in Detroit, on Aug. 4. James Walton, 
son of Mrs. Edward Walton of 4258 Cas- 
tleman avenue, has confessed to being 
one of the three robbers. 

The safety deposit boxes were rented 
three days after the Detroit robbery by 
a young man who gave the name of 
James Lane. This indicates that the 
payroll robbers fled to St. Louis imme- 
diately after the robbing, and the 
wounding of one of the paymaster's 
guards, and that they looked around for 
a safe place in which to place the loot. 

The money was the only thing found 
in the safety deposit boxes. There was 
$380 in silver half dollars, part of which 
were Canadian coins. The remaining 
$12,620 was in currency, mostly in de- 
nomination of $2, and some of. the small- 
er bills were Canadian. In Detroit, Can- 
adian currency is accepted at par, and 
ii was used by the Burroughs company 
in meeting the payroll. The largest cur- 
rency note was $50. 

The trust company turned the 
money over to Leigh Turner, local 
representative of the Ocean Insurance 
Co., which had insured the Burroughs 
payroll. The insurance company gave 
the trust company an indemnity bond 
for $20,000. 

The keys to the safety deposit boxes 
were received in the mails this morn- 
ing from Dallas, where James Walton 
and his wife were arrested last Satur- 
day. They had been found in Wal- 
ton’s possession, and in his confession 
he told of the money deing in the Mer- 
cantile vaults. 

Prisoner on Way Here. 

Detroit detectives left Dalias last night 
with their prisoner, Walton having 
waived extradition papers. They have 
been requested to stop in St. Louis, so 
that John T. Lucas, paymaster of the 
Brown Shoe Co., can look at the pris- 
oner to see Ff he resembles one of two 
robbers who held up the paymaster 
on March 5, 1914, and took $10,615 of the 
shoe company’s payroll. Walton denies 
he was one of the Brown payroll rob- 
bers. 

The similarity of methods used by 
the Burroughs and the Brown payroll 
robbers is striking. Walton had ad- 
mitted that until a few days before the 
Brown robbery he was employed at a 
Brown shoe factory. His brother, 
Douglas, and Arthur Steffins, for whom 
warrants have been issued in connec- 
tion with the Burroughs robbery, also 
worked in the Brown factory and quit 
when he did. 

These three men also were employed 
by the Burroughs Co. in Detroit, until 
a few days before that robbery. The 
Burroughs and the Brown paymasters, 
on their way to factories in automobiles, 
were held up by armed men. 

The Brown robbery was in front of the 
factory at Eighteenth and Wash streets. 
The trail of the robbers was lost at 
Krause street and Virginia avenue, a 
few doors from 311 Krause street, where 
the Walton brothers lived at that time. 

In the summer of 1914, which was im- 
mediately after the Brown robbery, 
James and Douglas Walton and Steffins 
operated the Carondelet Airdome, on 
Michigan avenue, between Kansas and 
Soper streets. , it was a rainy season 
and the unsuccessful venture was closed 
Sept. 1.

“I believe in universities and colleges, 
but they must be brought to realize 
that no graduate is better than the 
man who comes from the ranks and has 
educated himself up to an equal stand- 
ard of practical efficiency. The man 
who can do things is the man who 
wins. If he does those things efficiently

Schwab's principal hobby is‘giving ad- 
vice to young men who are about to 
Start on a business or professional ca- 
reer. He has written magazine articles 
on this subject and he is always ready 
to talk about it.

Former City Counselor Returns 
Home After Two Weeks in 
Local Hospital.

be broken?” is the question I asked of 
Gen. Sir Henry Rawlinson, who, next to 
Gen. Sir Douglas Haig, few British sol- 
diers are in a better position to judge. 
He is Gen. Halt's right-hand man in the 
Somme offensive and is to Haig what 
Sherman was to Grant and Jackson 
was to Lee, 

“Undoubtedly it can,” Gen, Rawlin- 
son's reply to the question which the 
whole world is asking. 

„Rawley,“ as he is known, has been 
for nearly four months directing the 
sledge-hammer blows of one of the 
armies under Sir Douglas“ command. 
The character of each commander being 
impressed upon his surroundings, Gen. 
Rawlinson’s headquarters might be roc- 
ognized by the smartness of the sen- 
tries, the neatness of the grounds and 
the look and sharp manner of his sub- 
ordinates. He is hardly the accepted 
phlegmatie English type, except in his 
bulldog tenacity, and he has all the spir- 
it that he had as a young guardsman 
when he was noted for his wonderful 
vitality, his love of sports and his per- 
sonal seal. 

Likes to Play Tennis. 

Where young Rawlinson appeared 
there was bound to be action. He is 
still equal to putting in most of the 
night and all the morning directing ¢ 
big operation and then fining relaxation 
from the strain in a game of tennis. 

In the big staff rooms on the lower 
floor of a chateau, where he has office 
as headquarters, his alertness among 
the junior officers which ts communicat- 
ed from a little room upstairs, where u 
raised map is set on a standard by the 
window, to the man who is a visitor, 
has lost none of the dapperness which 
distinguished him in his youth. 

In that Httle room Gen. Haig and Gen. 
Rawlinson have held many conferences 
and the result of them seems to be in- 
variably to attack again.

Officers of the same generation in the 
old British regular army, they have 
known each other for nearly 30 years. 
They have played polo together and 
fought together in India, Egypt and 
South Africa. Now they are directing 
multitudes of men in the greatest battle 
of all time. 

There is the same good fellowship and 
accord that there was when they were 
junior officers. Both came to Francs 
at the outset of the war, Rawlinsan as 
commander of a division, Haig com- 
mander of a corps. 

“It was last March,” said Gen. Raw- 
linson to me, that the present offensive 
was planned. “Sir Douglas and myself 
looked over the ground and I received 
orders to prepare the men and material 
for my part of the enterprise. Instead 
of undertaking a premature offensive 
without wnready army, it was decided to 
take ovér more front from the French. 

The decision was most fortunate and a 
tribute to the judgment of the French 
that they could hold the Germans at 
Verdun. Not only could they hold the 
Germans, but they were able, after giv- 
ing the enemy the severest handling he 
bad had so far in this war, to join us 
in the Somme offensive, with results 
which we all know.“ 

German Plan Failed. 

“They say that the Germans hoped to 
force you to attack prematurely last 
February,” the correspondent suggested. 

Nothing could better have suited their

ready. They had thinned their lines in 
the East and massed their reserves: in 
the West. Happily, owing to French 
tenacity and pluck, we were given time 
to wait for new guns which were begin- 
ning to arrive from England in gratify- 
ing numbers, and for munitions facto- 
ries to start the big flow of shells. 

“Roads and light railways had been 
bullt for bringing up the immense quan- 
tites of munitions and supplies of all 
kinds requisite for the attack on forti- 
fied lines which the Germans had been 
nearly two years in building and for 
continuing the offensive, once it had 
started. 

“The wastage of life and material in 
so titanic a struggle must be foreseen 
and calculated, and arrangements made 
for renewal. Our machine must be 80 
organized that no contingency could 
throw it out of gear and that we should 
have everything required in abundance 
for the complicated business of modern 
war, which should enable us to }ress 
any advantages gained.“ 

„Are you satisfied with the results?“ 

“Yes, we have taken position after 
position and 30,000 prisoners. For nearly 
four months this new army has kept 
on attacking; it has asserted its mas- 
tery over the enemy who had 40 years 
of preparation. The dogged, heroic gal- 
lantry and tenacity of our infantry have 
been proved. Despite their desperate 
counter attacks, how few prisoners the 
Germans have taken. 

Schooling for Young Officers. 

‘When, in their eagerness, our bat- 
talions have advanced too far because 
the resistance was comparatively light, 
and the Germans closed in with supe- 
riour numbers, our men either held 
their ground successfully or died fight- 
ing, rather than yield. This is the spir- 
it which we have to work with in our 
future plans. Our young officers, who 
knew nothing of war two years ago, 
have had a schooling of battle. The 
places of those who have fallen are be- 
ing filled by chosen men from tne ranks, 
as well as from the schools at home 
and tn France.” 

‘You have been fighting the Germans 
for two years now, General; have they 
depreciated?” said the correspondent. 


“Decidedly. They are still a brave 
and skillful army, but a tired army. 
For the first time they have “known 
what it was to face superior artillery fire 
and armies which knew their lessons 
as well as they do. The French and 
ourselves fight as one army. If either 
develops any improvement, it is shared 
with the other. So similar have our 
systems become that I never consider 


whether I have an English or a French 


army alongside of me. 
‘Lack of Cohesion Observed. 
“The Germans, too, are quick to adapt 
any new wrinkles from us. We are all 
learners, even after two years of war. 


“After some of our attacks, confusion | 


in the German lines and a breakdown 
of the German staff organization were 
evidence from the haste with which ill- 
assorted units were rushed haphazard 
into the front line. There was lack of 
cohesion on their part, and this in- 
duced confusion, which sometimes cost 
them heavier on the defense than the 
cost to ourselves on the offensive. 
“General Skobeleff once said that in 
every hundred men there was a small 
proportion who were naturally brave, 
a larger proportion who would respond 
to leadership and training, and again a 
small proportion who were funks. A 
small proportion of the Germans have 
shown tenacious and defiant courage, 
particularly in their defense of machine 
gun positions. The great majority have 
ceased to respond to leadership with

BOGOSIAN INDICTED FOR 
MURDER OF MAGARIAN BOY 


East St. Louis Detective Chief Says 
Evidence Against Armenian Is 

Entirely Circumstantial. 
y A partial report of the East St. 
City Court grand jury this 
morning included an indictment ‘of 
Zakar Bogosian, Armenian poolroom 
proprietor, charged with the murder 
of $-year-old Alphonse Magarian, 
whose headless body was found on 
a public dump Oct. 13. 

Christian Marx, who Monday night 
shot and killed his lifelong friend, 
Emil Asfeld, because he belleved 48 
feld had made disparaging state- 
ments about him, also was tndicted 
on a charge of murder. 

Another indictment was that 
against William P. Chambers and 
John Womack, in connection with the 
partial burning of Chambers’ home 
at Nineteenth street and Cleveland 
avenue, several weeks ago. Both are 
charged with conspiracy to defraud. 

Chief of Detectives Stocker said 
that the evidence on which Bogosian 


was indicted was entirely circum- 
stantial. The police yesterday held 
two men and a woman for several 
hours to question them about the 
murder, but released them. The cloth- 
ing and knife found in Bogosian's 
room, bearing spots that resembled 
blood, is being examined by a St. 
Louis expert to determine the char- 
acter of the spots.

HUGHES STARTS 


UN AIS FINAL TOUR 
BEFORE ELECTION 


Entess Home Stretch’’ of Cam- 
paign With Speech at 
Hartford, Conn. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Oct. 2% —Charles 
E. Hughes went into what he termed 
“the homestfetch of the campaign’’ with 
the opening speech here today of his 
last trip before election day. The nom!i- 
nee, in a theater, spoke before an audi- 
ence composed partly of workers in mu- 
rftions plants near by. 

“This is no time for complacency,’ he 
said. This is no time for political talk 
about prosperity. It is a time for 
thought. When the men now ifr the 
trenches of Europe are withdrawn to 
follow the pursuits of peace, the abnor- 
mal stimulus of the war will be with- 
drawn and the men in this country now 
engaged in satisfying the demands of 
Europe at war, will no longer have that 
demand to satisfy. 

Will Face New Europe. 


“It is a new Europe we will have to 
meet, a disciplined, organized Furope. 
und we should meet it with a new Unit- 
ed States. And you can no more run this 
country in the coming years on the tar- 
iff principle of our opponents than you 
can fly to the moon.“ 

Hughes alluded also to the Adamson 
bill. 

“I deprecate every effort to arouse 
class antagonism in this country.“ he 
said. There is no hope for an Ameri- 
ca embittered by closs antagonism. You 
can engulf us in the most serious social 
disturbances that way. It takes no wit 
to develop a feeling of bitterness. It 
only requires thoughtless thought and 
the application of force instead of fol- 
lowing the rule of reason. 

The nominee declared that co-opera- 
tion also was necessary between cap- 
ital and labor for industrial stability. 

“There are no isles of safety in Amer- 
ican life,“ he said in asserting that the 
time had passed when men could build 
little _cltadels along the highways of 
commerce.“ 

Greets Yale Students. 

En route to Hartford, Hughes was 
greeted by station crowds at New Haven 
ond Meriden. Several hundred Yale 
students cheered him at New Haven. 
Their spokesman told him that class- 
room duties had prevented others from 
being present. To these Hughes sent 
the following telegram: 

Extend to the men of Yale my best 
wishes and appreciation of what they 
are doing in the campaign. The cam- 
paign concerns the efforts of young men 
and there is little hope for the young 
men of America unless we have a sound 
basis for enterprise and American rights 
are properly safeguarded. I am glad to 
hear of the organization of the Hughes 
Club at Yale. I could talk an hour on 
the subject of college men in their re- 
lations to politics today.“ 

Mrs. Hughes left the party at Hart- 
ford for Wellesley to spend the after- 
noon with her daughter, Miss Catherine, 
who is a freshman at Wellesley College.

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ADOPTED DAUGHTER 
70 GO ON STAND 


Will Testify in Texas Trial of 
Copeland for Death of Anti- 
Catholic. Speaker. 


GALVESTON, Tex., Oct. 26.—The de- 
fense resumed the presentation of its 


evidence today in the trial of John, 
Copeland, bank cashier of Marshal, 
Tex., charged with the murder of Wil- 
liam Black, an anti-Catholic lecturer, 
at Marshall, in February, 191. 

The first action of the judge today was 
to pass on the abjection entered by the 
State last night to the introduction of 
the judgment of the District Court of 
Harrison County in the cases of Harry 
Winn and Frank O’Leary of Marshall, 
acquitting them of the killing of Black. 

The defense sought, it said, to intro- 
duce the judgments against and possible 
argument by the State that Copeland 
and other men had sought Black out 
as a result of conspiracy to kill him. It 
said that the fact that two men had been 
acquitted would bear on conspiracy alle- 
gations against the others. 

State’s Contention. 

The State contended that the action 
of another jury should not be permitted 
to influence the action of this jury. The 
State also contended hat where a con- 
viction takes place the State had not 
the right to introduce the judgment of 
the conviction in another case and that 
what applied to the State should apply 
to the defense. 

Judge Briggs decided to admit 
judgment in the Winn case, but 
cluded that in the O’Leary case, 
this time, after he had asked the 
fense whether or not it intended to m- 
troduce Winn and O’Leary as witnesses 
and had been told that the defense 
probably would do so. Testimony 80 cn 
has not shown that O’Leary was in the 
room where the killing of Black took; 
place. 

State Called 5 Witnesses. 

The State rested yesterday aftarnoon. 
Only five witnesses had been examined. 
Sadie Black, adopted daughter of the 
lecturer, it was announced, was on her 
way to Galveston from Illinois and 
would arrive tonight. The State’s At 
torneys said she would be a witness ad

The defense began its case with an 
attempt to introduce asa evidence what 
i. declared to be an authentic copy of 
the fourth degree oath of tho Knights 
of Columbus, to refute the authority 
of the circular introduced in evidence

F. Hall, Black’s business agent. 

Sam J. Williams of Galveston was! 
eworn as a witness, but, after he had 
stated that he was a fourth degere 
member of the organization, and. fa- 
miliar with the oath taken, the State 
obiec'ed, gaining a temporary victory. 

Arguments on Order’s Oath. 

The jury was excused during argu- 
nents. Attorneys Mart Royston and 
James B. Stubbs contended that the 
oath should be admitted as evidence as 
refuting the oath circulated by Black, 
wlich they said was false and scur- 
rilous” and as showing the motive of 
Copeland in going to Black to protest 
against «nother Il. ct re. 

Judge Briggs upheld at this time,“ 
however, the contention of Attorneys 
Marsene Johnson and P. C. Beard for 
the State, that no ground had been laid 
for the introduction of the oath. 

The defense's next move was to sum- 
mon two witnesses who had attended 
the lecture given by William Black in 
Marshall, on the night preceding the 
shooting. 

Henry Holcomb, a shop workman of 
Marshall, said Black declared the con- 
vents were more or less prisons and 
ought to have government inspection. 
The lecturer, he added, also made sen- 
sational statements about the relations 
of nuns and priests and declared he 
would rather see his wife or mother 
dead than in a convent. 

Did he make a wholesale denuncia- 
tion of the nuns?’ asked Attorney 
Beard, on cross-examination. 

Tos, nearly all,“ replied the witness. 
He added that the lecturer was widely 
talked about in the shop next day. 

Walter Scott, now of Fort Worth, but 
at the time of the killing helping about 
his father’s store in Marshall, gave tes- 
timony similar to Holcomb’s. He said 
that Black declared during his addrcss 
that he had been shot several times, 
had been in a hospital several times and 
expected that he would die in “the 
cause.

The objection was sustained by Judge 
Briggs, at this time.’’ 

The defense had contended that tune 
deposition was admigsable as showing 
that Black was unreliabie and that 
statements made by him could not be 
believed. This, it contended, would jus- | 
tify the action of Copeland in going!

The defense used one of the State's | 
witnesses as a character witners for 
Copeland. He was John W. Herndon, a 
Marshall undertaker, who took charge 
of Black's body after the shooting.

Criticises Army Bill. 

In citing his second reason, Hughes as- 
sailed the administration for lacking in 
preparedness, referred to ‘‘manifest de- 
fects’’ in the army reorganization bill, 
declared that the Navy Department has 
‘incapable leadership“ and touched ona 
recommendation by Secretary Garrison 
in June, 1914, that the regular army be 
filled to its full strength,“ a recom- 
mendation, Hughes said, that has been 
ignored. 

“I am informed upon competent au- 
thority,“ Hughes said, that had there 
been the addition to the regular army 
then desired by Secretary Garrison it 
would not have been necessary to send 
our national guard to the border. 

In discussing the administration's al- 
leged failure to prepare, Hughes said: 
“The President informed Congress in 
December, 1914, that the administration 
would not change its attitude because 
some among us are ‘nervous and excit- 
ed.’ It was said that the ‘country had 


been misinformed; that the administra- |’ 


tion had not been negligent of national 
defense.“ Anis was four months after 
the outbreak of the European war and 
nearly eight months after Vera Cruz.” 

What was needed on the part of the 
administration was no exortations, but 
the business-like action demanded by 
the condition of the times. One of the 
very few strong men the President gath- 
ered about him left the Cabinet rather 
than be responsible for seriously mis 
taken policy. 

“I cannot now review the army re- 
organization bill and its manifest de- 
fects. I must content myself with say- 
ing that I believe that we should have a 
regular army large enough fof the ordi- 
nary military demands in the absenco 
of grave national exigencies and that 
our first citizen reserve should de 
trained and controlled by Federal au- 
thority. In the administration of the 
Navy Department we have had incapa.- 
ble leadership. The young men of the 
country cannot fail to take a special 
interest in these matters: We propose 
to have adequate preparedness and the 
efficiency of administration which is its 
indispensable condition.“ . 


Hall Is Crowded. 

The audience Hughes faced filled every 
available foot of space in the big build- 
ing. 

Hughes had prepared his Speech in 
advance, but did not adhere closely to 
its phraseology. Frequently after out- 
bursts of cheering he departed from his 
prepared text to review more fully the 
point he was discussing. 

“The burden of war would fall upon 
young America, and young America de- 
sires peace,” he. said, in discussing 
America’s place in the future. “But 
young America must desire that it be 
a lasting peace, a peace maintained 
through self-respect, conserved by a 
firm and insistent maintenance of Amer- 
ican rights. If you want peace, take 
counsel of your principles, not of your 
fears. 

How idle it is to talk in general terms 
about the opportunities of America 
abroad and at the same time withdraw 
from American citizens the protection to 
which they are entitled, and which they 
must have or American enterprise will 
languish. 

Jam aman of peace. I have been 
devoted all» my life to the institutions 
for the peaceful settlement of contro- 
versies. I know, however, that rights 
do not continue to be rights unless they 
are maintained. I know further that you 
cannot have the respect of others unless 
vou respect yourself. I know that ap- 
plies as well to nations as to thdividuals. 
I know that the most dangerous threat 
to our peace is to spread the idea abroad 
that if we are pressed, if we are tram- 
pled upon, if our rights ard ignored, that 
there will be no vindieation of those 
rights.

J am filled with amazement at the au- 
dacity of the assertion becaure we had, 
right at our border, an unexampled op- 
portunity for the display of correct 
methods in dealing with international 
questions.

RULES CURB FIGHTERS 


Printed Code for Governing 
Local Bouts Will Do Away 
With Foul Boxing. 


The St. Louis Boxing Commission has 
issued printed rules and regulations for 
the government of boxing and wrestling 
in St. Louis. Copies are being distrib- 
uted to clubs, boxers and others inter- 
ested, and from now on there should be 


no excuse for not „ what re- 
quirements are exacted of boxers who 
perform here. 

An important ruling for observance 
by promoters, boxers and referees is 
contained in section 22, as follows: 

Marquis of Queensberry rules 
shall govern all doxing contests, 
matches or exhibitrons, except that 
boxers must break cleanly from the 
clinches, without attempting to strike 
a blow. Contestants must not hit 
while holding. Butting or roughing 
with head or shoulders, wrestling 
and hugging, clinching and holding, 
layihg on and refusal to step bac 
out of clinches, or using elbow, fore- 
arm or wrist to strike blows or other- 
wise used to take unfair advantage 
will not be permitted; nor shall 
unsportsmanlike conduct on the part 
of contestants, including the use of 
abusive and insulting language, be 
permitted.“ 

The foregoing rule is a good one and 
if strictly enforced will clip the wings 
of foul-fighting boxers and rob them 
of all excuse for violation of the rules 
governing boxing. However, it will re- 
quire a firm stand by the Boxing Com- 
mission if it is to be adhered to. 

The commission, in its notice, warns 
offenders that they may be punished 
by suspension or disbarment at the 
discretion of the commission. P

NEW DISCOVERY EXPECTED TO 
RESTORE PARALYZED LIMBS 


Philadelphia Scicntist Demonstrates 
Nerve Implantation on Dogs, Rab- 
bits and Guinea Pigs. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 26.—A remark- 
able demonstration in nerve implanta- 
tion, which surgeons say may result in 
restoring usefulness to paralyzed limbs 
of thousands who have had infantile 
paralysis, was given by Dr. A. B. Gill 
at the Univerity of Pennsylvania Medi- 
cal School at the Clinical Congress of 

Surgeons convening here. 

Dr. Gill used as his subjects dogs, rab- 
bits and guineapigs suffering from par- 
alysis of the legs. He implanted hun- 
dreds of new nerves in the paralyzed 
muscles. These nerves, he said, would 
soen take root in the muscles tissue and 
connect with the general nervous sys- 
tem, restoring feeling and animation to 
the paralyzed parts. He exhibited severa: 
animals upon which nerve implantation 
tests had been performed some time ago. 
In all cases feeling and animation had 
been restored.

PAINTER, DIES IN 
NEW YORK AT 67 


Former St. Louisan Was a Judge 
at Artists’ Guild Salon 
in 1915. 


William Merritt Chase, a former St. 
Louisan, who has been regarded by 
many art critics as the greatest zer- 
ican painter in recent times, died yes- 
terday in New York, according to news 
dispatches. He was ill with cirrhosis of 
the liver for several months at his home 
in East Fifteenth street, New York. 
He was nearly 67 years old. 

Chase was in St. Louis in April, 1915. 
as a member of the jury which distrib- 
uted the prizes at the annual salon of 
the Artists’ Guild. 

Chase was born in Franklin, Ind., and 
studied art in Indianopalis as a pupil of 
B. F. Hayes, and then in N York as 
a pupil of Eaton and of the National 
Academy under Wilmarth. He came to 
St. Louis in 1871, and had a studio here 
for several years. Some of his work of 
those days is now in St. Louis private 
collections, valued at many times the 
amounts first quoted. 

Several St. Louls business men, in- 
cluding Capt. William R. Hodges and 
the late Samuel M. Dodd, enabled 
Chase to go abroad and carry on furth- 
er technical studies under Wagner and 
Piloty, in Munich. When he returned 
from Munich, Chase’s reputation was 
well established. 

He opened a studio in New York and 
started the Chase School of Art. He 
taught in the Pennsylvania Academy, 
and has lectured in the Chicago Art In- 
stitute and other institutions. 

In the St. Louis City Art Museum, 
Chase is represented by several paint- 
ings. The Courtyard of an Orphan 
Asylum, Holland,“ has been in the Mu- 
seum longest. It was presented in 1885 
by St. Louisans who had Known Chase 
before he went abroad. Contempla- 
tion,” a pastel, was presented by, the 
eld Exposition Association, also in the 
eighties. An Old Salt“ was bequeathed 
to the museum by Prof. Halsey C. Ives. 
“Still-Life: Fish,“ was purchased with 
the income of the Art Museum tax 
fund, in 1913. 

Among St. Loutsans who placed not- 
able paintings by Chase in their private 
collections were William E. Guy, Mrs. 
I. Vaughan Clark, David Sommers, 
Capt. Hodges and Albert Blair.
